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The short, simple, yet affecting and most 
profitable history which 'the writer of these 
pages desires to examine, is recorded in three 
Gospels : 

By St. Matthew, chap. xxvi. 6—1 3. 

By St. Mark, chap, xiv. 3 — 9. 

And by St. John, chap. xii. 3 — 8. 

May that Holy Spirit, whose office it is to 
testify of Christ, so guide both the writer and 
the reader of this book, that the name of Jesus 
may be glorified thereby ! 

A very similar history is recorded in St. 
Luke, in chap. vii. 37 — 60^ b\ii 'H^s.Vss^ia. 
reasons lead to the mfexctv^^ ^'^N* '^^-^J^**-^ 
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speaks of a different event. The transaction 
mentioned in Matthew, Mark, and John, oc- 
curred at Bethany. That in St. Luke, appears 
to have taken place at Nain; for in verse 11 
we are told that our blessed Lord went into 
" a city called Nain," and we do not hear of 
His departure from thence, hefore we hear 
that " one of the Pharisees desired Him that 
He would eat with Jiim ; and that a woman 
in the city* which was a sinner, when she 
knew that He sat at meat in the Pharisee's 
house, brought an alabaster box of ointment 
and stood at His feet behind Him, weep, 
ing, and began to wash His feet with tears, and 
did wipe them with the hairs of her head, and 
kissed his feet, and anointed them with the 
ointment. **f As therefore no other city is men- 

* Bethany was a village, not a city. 

t Although the box is of the same material, we are 
not told what the ointment was ; neither is it called 
'^reiy precious," as in the other \ustoTy. 
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tioned between verses 11 — 37, it seems fair to 
infer that this event took place at Nain.* 

Returning to that history, which we propose 
to contemplate, as recorded in the three Gos- 
pels already named, we may first notice 

THE PLAGE. 
The transaction here recorded, happened in 
Bethany, a small village near Jerusalem. 

* Happy city ! whose name recalls such special com- 
passion and loTe on the part of the Sayionr of the 
world! At thy very gates, ere yet He entered, He 
makes the widow's heart to sing for joy, and when her 
tears were &lling &st, as she followed the corpse of 
her ** only son," she hears the soul-reriying words, 
" Weep not," firom lips that nerer spake words of com- 
fort in Tain ! There again we find Him accepting the 
offering of one, who, humbled with the sense of her 
past sinful course, stands behind Him, weeping, wash- 
ing His feet with tears, wiping them with the hairs of 
her head, and anointing them with the ointment. Let 
us listen once more to His words of love ! ** Thy sins 
are forgiven. Thy fifiith hath saved thee, go in peace."

THE PERSON,

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as " a woman." St. John informs us who 
she was. '' Then took Mary a pound of oint- 
ment, &c. ;" and also, in a parenthesis in the 
11th chapter of his Gospel, v. 2, St. John men- 
tions her family : it was " that Mary^'' the 
sister of Lazarus and Martha. And now we 
marvel not at the costliness of the gift. Mary 
owed Him much. She was one of that blessed 
family whom ** Jesus loved !'** It was *' that 
Mary,'' who sat at His feet, and, with listening 
ear and < loving heart, ** heard his word," for 
she would even forego the honour and the 
happiness of serving Him, rather than lose 
one of those precious words which dropped 
from his lips, and were to her " sweeter than 
honey and the honeycomb." It was *' that 
Mary," of whom He himself said, " Mary hath 
chosen that good part which shall not be taken 
away from her,"t and lastly, it was " that 
Mary," whose brother Lazarus had been sick

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even unto death, yen, and bad " kin in the 
grave four days already," when He who is 
" the resurrection and the life" spoke those 
words of power, " Lazarus come forth," " and 
he that was dead came forth,"* and the brother 
so beloved and mourned, was restored to the 
sisters who lately wept over him as dead. 
Yes, it was " that Mary, who, though m ac- 
cordance with her more quiet, retiring, and 
contemplative character, as contrasted with 
that of her energetic sister, at first " sat still 
in the bouse," unobtrusive in her deep and 
silent grief; yet as soon ae she heard that 
" the Master was come, and called for her, 
arose quickly, and came unto Him," ready in 
a moment when summoned by Him. Let us 
then view the scene brought before us, in which 
this woman, before so retiring, now takes so 
prominent a part.

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THE TIME,* 

We are told by St. John, that, " six days 
before the Passover, " Jesus came to Bethany, 
where Lazarus was, which had been dead, 
whom He raised from the dead."f There they 
made Him a supper, in the house of Simon the 
leper, J and " Martha served ; but Lazarus was 
one of them that sat at table with Him."§ Be-

St. Matthew of two days. This difference of time will 
be explained, by oonsidoriiig that St. John sets down 
the precise time when our Saviour came to Bethany, 
namely, six days before tlie Passover.

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hold then the Lord whom she loved — of whom 
she could say, " my heloved is mine, and I am 
his,"* sitting at the tahle. Next to Him, per- 
haps, the hrother she had recently mourned as 
dead, and laid in the silent grave ; for " La- 
zarus was one of them that sat at the table 
with Him.'* Mary hast thou anything now to 
do ? Behold her act ! She can restrain the 
expression of her love no longer. She comes 
forward openly, unmindful of that reproof, 
which might and did arise. As St. Matthew 
and St. Mark inform us, she " poured the pre- 
cious ointment on His head." St. John adds, 
that she " anointed the feet of Jesus,f and 

of His quickeuing power being seated beside Him ; 
and there He sits as the * King of glory,' the homage 
of His willing people being laid at His feet." — JVom 
the Gospel of St. John, reprinted from the ChrUtian 
Witness.

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wiped His feet with her hair/' If that oint- 
ment was precious which poured on Aaron's 
head, ^''ran down upon Aaron's beard, and 
went down to the skirts of his garments," how 
much more precious was this, poured upon the 
head of Jesus, and falling down unto the feet 
of our Great High Priest. 

Mary undoubtedly read* and searched her 
own Scriptures well. Mary knew that it was 
the custom to anoint the prophets, priests, and 
kings of her " peculiar people ;"* and here she 

banquets hy anointing them with oil> to which the 
Psalmist alludeth, Psalm xxiii. 6. This woman 
seemeth to have exceeded the usual compliment of this 
nature, in the kind of oil she used, the quantity of it, 
and in her anointing His feet, (which she possibly did 
instead of washing them, which was very usual with 
them,) and in these things she showed the greatness 
of her lore to this guest." — PooVs AnnotationSy note 
on Matt. xxvi.

views, in the " man Christ Jesus," sitting at 
the table, the great High Priest, Prophet, and 
King of the true Israel. Yes, she Ijeholds 
Him, not only in His present office as the 
Prophet who taught her, and the Priest who 
was about to make a "full, perfect, and 
sufficient atonement for the sins of the whole 
world," but also as the future King of the 
Jews, the King of kings, and Lord of lords. 
Therefore, " while the king sitteth at his table, 
her spikenard sendeth forth the smell thereof,"* 
It is not improbable that the idea originated in 
her mind from this very verse; for it is observ- 
able, that she brings the same ointment there 
mentioned,! and as it is recorded of the one

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by Solomon, that it " sendeth forth the smell 
thereof," so of the other, by St. John, that 
the " ^ouse was filled with the odour of the 
ointment."* And thus every act of love to 
Jesus our Saviour flings a fragrance around. 
It may be unperceived by human eye, as the 
flower screening itself from sight beneath 
its modest leaves, but yet discovered by its 
sweet perfume ; or, it may be more manifest, 
like that box of precious ointment poured, in 
the sight of all, upon the Saviour's head, and 
filling the house with fragrance. Would that 
there were more of these acts of love, more 
of these costly gifts brought by loving hearts 
to Thee, Lord Jesus! Would that every 
house were filled with such odour ! 

* It is also said that ** she brctke the box." This 
box contained the ointment for the king, and could 
be used afterwards for no other purpose.

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THE MUBMUE. 

Let us now notice the manner in whicli 
this act was regarded, first, by man ; and, 
secondly, by the Loid. 

St. Matthew tells us, that " When his dis- 
ciples saw it, they bad indignation, saying. To 
what purpose is this waste 1 For this oint- 
ment might have been sold for much, and 
given to the poor."* St. Mark speaks in 
similar language, save that he notices the price 
named, " more than three hundred pence," and 
also adds, that " they murmured against her." 
St. John mentions the one most forward in

It was he who, 
with that same deceitfulness of character, 
which afterwards led him to betray his Lord

and Master with a kiss, now makes a pre- 
tence that he cared for the poor, and regretted 
the loss of that which might have been sold 
for their benefit. But what is the comment 
of the all-searching Spirit ? ** This he said, 
not that he cared for the poor, but because he 
was a thief, and had the bag, and bare what 
was put therein.""*^ And is not this the 
frequent language of the world still ? Per- 
haps one young and admired by the world 
has been taught by the Spirit of God to feel 
its empty vanity, the futile nature of its 
praise. Such a one has been led to bring the 
offering of himself or herself to Jesus, to 
consecrate each gift and talent to Him, and 
thus to act in spirit like her who poured the 

* Jolanxu. ^. 
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ointment on His head. What, then, is the 
murmuring ? What a loss to society ! How 
much is it to be regretted, that such gifts, 
such graces should be thrown away ! 

Beloved young friends, listen for one 
moment! Nothing is thrown away that is 
dedicated to Jesus. All is thrown away that 
is devoted to a world whose " fashion passeth 
away." 

Reader, are you young ? Give your youth 
to Jesus ; that being planted in the house of 
the Lord, you may flourish in the courts of 
our God."* Are you gifted with talents? 
Seek not the praise of men, but the honour 
that Cometh from God only ! Dedicate those 
gifts to Jesus ! Oh ! may our sons be as 
plants grown up in their youth, and our 
daughters as '^' corner-stones, polished after 
the similitude of a palace, "f

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THE COMMENDATION. 
We turn now from the murmuring of wicked 
man to the praise of the righteous liord. 
What was His comment on the deed? St. 
Matthew thus relates it : — ** Why trouhle ye 
the woman, for she hath wrought a good work 
upon me. For ye have the poor always with 
you, but Me ye have not always.* For in 

* ** It seems our Lord inured his disciples to this good 
work of relieving the poor. They kept one common 
purse, and one of thorn, who was Judas, was appointed 
the bearer of it ; whatever they collected or was made 
a present to them, they put into this purse, out of 
which they were provided with the necessaries of life, 
and the rest expended on the poor." — QiWs Cont' 
menittry on Matt. zxvi. 9. 

Our Lord in His reproof to Judas, by no means 
discourages almsgiving to the poor. On the contrary. 
He reminds us most forcibly of our constant and 
un&iling opportunities in this very passage, " When- 
soever yo will yo may do them good." May we listen 
to the oalL But the remark of Judas was most un- 
reasonable, even had the motive bcon ^b&i t.\ia '«^'tA&. 
professed, viz. that the poor rcCx^gcCt \i3K^'^ xsrksr'?^ 
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tbat she liath poured ttls ointment on my 
body ; she did it for my burial. Verily I say 
unto you, wberesoever this Oospel shall ba 
preached in the whole world, there also ehalt 
this that this woman hath doae, be told for 
a memorial of her." 

St. Mark tliua writes : — " Let her alone, why 
t hi J her? Shehalh wrought a good work 
n m For ye have the poor with you always, 
b fit I b ni,however,lJiemotiTe wnBTerydiffcrent j 
f h t the feeling was whieh caused the cegcct, 
hI m mf ted by some other of the diaeiples, we are 

p Ij t 11 of him, "Not that lie eared for the 
poo b t b ause he was a thief," etc. ; and here I can- 

t b all de to a spirit whicli appears to me to 
re mil h t of the disciple, namely, when regret is 

p d that so much money should be spent on 
pir 1 bj ets, such as missions to foreign parts, etc., 
wh th so much to be done at home. True, there 

IS m h t bo done at home— very mutb ; but let them 
look to it who thus find £iult, that they take care it 
h done at home, for universally nill it be found, that 
tbosa most active for the cnusc of Giod in foreign parts, 
ore most attentive lo the Hants nnd needs, bolli tem- 
jiora! and Bpintua!, of the pour at Uouu;. 
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and whensoever ye will ye may do them good, 
but Me ye have not always. She hath done 
what she could, she is come aforehand to 
anoint my body to the burying. Verily I say 
unto you, wheresoever this Gospel shall be 
preached thoughout the whole world, this also 
that she hath done, shall be spoken of for a 
memorial of her." And lastly, St. John briefly 
writes : — '* Let her alone, against the day of 
my burying hath she kept this. For the poor 
always ye have with you, but me ye have not 
always,'** Mary sought not in this act the 
praise of man, nor did she obtain it. But she 
obtained a far higher praise, even the praise of 
Him who " looketh at the heart,** and who 
saith in His Word, " Them that honour me 

• " Opportunitie>t aro to be improved, and those 
opportunities first and most vigorously which are 
likely to be of the sliort<est continuance, and wMcli we 
see most speedily hastening away. That good duty 
which may be done at any timey ought to give way to 
that which can only be done ji«f »ou\" — Adam CVaxVo 
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I will honour. "How spake He ? " She hath 

wrought a good work upon Me." " She did 

it for my burial." " She hath done what she 

could." " Verily I say unto you, wheresoever 

this Gospel shall be preached there shall also 

this that this woman hath done, be told for a 

memorial of her."* 

We read on many a tombstone the words 

which bereaved affection engraves, " Sacred 

to the memory." But what a memorial is 

here, given by the Lord himself ! " This also 

that she hath done, shall be told for a memorictl 

of her.''f Even to the present day these

latest ages. The action which the world blames^ 
through the spirit of envy, covetousness, or mahce, 
Q-od takes delight to distinguish and record ^ — Adam 
darkens Commentary y note on Matt. xxvi.

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words are still in fulfilment, — yes, for our 
instruction, for our example, and for our comfort 
too, — that we, copying the pattern of her 
simple faith, devoted love, and costly sacrifice, 
and encouraged by the testimony borne by her 
Lord and ours, may " go and do likewise." 

But let us dwell for a moment on the words, 
"She hath done what she could." What 
praise is this, as coming from the lips of Him 
who knew the heart. He knew what dictated 
the gift. He knew that it was love. As in the 
case of the poor widow, he prized her two 
mites more than all the richer offerings, be- 
cause he knew that love led her to throw in all 
that she had, *' even all her living," so in this

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case, if self-denial enabled her to procure so 
costly a gift (as is most probable), He knew it 
well, and prized it well ; and by it she procured 
to distant ages that ''good name which is 
better than precious ointment." Blessed 
Jesus, how ready art Thou to notice each act 
proceeding from love of Thy name ! * May 
thy readiness to receive warm our hearts to 
bring to Thee more frequent testimonies of our 
love and gratitude, knowing that Thou wilt 
*' never overlook the smallest tribute," no, not 
even the " cup of cold water ! " 

Our Lord honoured the act probably far 
beyond all that she expected or thought of.f 

* It has been well said, that "love seldom underdoeth 
in an act of kindness, and it cannot overdo where 
Christ is the true object of it. Men, who know not 
our hearts, may be ready to blame us for actions 
which God will highly commend and reward." 

t " She might not intentionally do this, but vir- 
tually she anointed His body, and thus it fre- 
quently happens that when anything is done for the 
cause ofCbiiBt, more is effected than, the mdividual 
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" She is come aforeband to anoint my body to 
the burying.** From the expression '* afore- 
hand/* when connected with the passage in St. 
John, ** Against the day of my burying hath 
she kept this," it would seem that Mary had 
at first intended it for our Lord's body after 
death, especially as we read of women, who 
** bought sweet spices that they might come 
and anoint Him,'' Mark xvi. 1. However, 
having it in her possession, she could not 
refrain, and therefore must pour it out at 
once on a living Saviour's head. Her love 
flowed within her, and she could not do other- 
wise than manifest it " in deed." And He 

expected, more honour done to the Saviour, more 
benefit to Hia mystical body, the Church. Provi- 
dence often BO opens a door of opportunity to good 
Christians, and the Spirit of grace so opens their 
hearts, that the expressions of their pious zeal prove to 
be more seasonable than thoy themselves had expected. 
The grace of Christ puts kind comments upon pious 
words and actions, makes the best of what is amiss, 
and the most of what is good," — Hem^ and Saott. 
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who knew her intent, accepts and acknow- 
ledges it, and considers it as so done. 
**She hath anointed my body for the 
burying."* 

Let us, in conclusion, learn from this his- 
tory, thus briefly and imperfectly considered, 
to testify our love to Jesus. 

Ist^ By willing services ; and, 

2ndly. By costly sacrifices. 

Many and various are those services now 
called for, and, thanks be to God, women may 
labour, and have laboured, in the Gospel of 

* Let us not forget that she who thus anointed 
Him was a Jewess, and let us return this her act of 
love to Him in acts of love to her many poverty- 
stricken sisters of that too long despised and 
neglected race, who will ere long perhaps he again 
employed in spreading far and wide the savour of 
that name which is as " ointment poured forth." 
Sisters of Judah ! we love you for His sake, who for our 
sakes became a Jew, even Jesus of Nazareth ! Sisters 
olJudah, we will love you for her sake, who thus left 
ua auob an example of love to Him \ 
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Christ, Not only do we bear of those women 
who ministered unto our blessed Lord, but 
8c Paul also speaks of another Mary, who 
'^ bestowed much labour on us ;" of a Pris- 
cilla, who, with her husband, were his ''helpers 
in Christ Jesus;** of the "beloved Persis, 
which laboured much in the Lord." Let us, 
then, provoke one another to love and to 
good works ! Let us not be ** weary in well- 
doing, for in due season we shall reap if we 
faint not ! " Let us be *' steadfast, unmove- 
able, always abounding in the work of the 
Lord, knowing that our labour shall not be in 
yain in the Lord.*' But, above all, let us 
cultivate the one right motive, the only 
motive that will or can be accepted with God. 
What is that? Love to Christ Jesus our 
Lord. This gives a value to the least act 
done in His name, and this alone can give 
value to the most costly offering, or the most 
self-denying works. Without it^ aa the Aj^o&tle

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declares, we may bestow all our goods to 

feed the poor, and e'ven give the body to be 

burned, and yet it profiteth us nothmg, 

1 Cor. xiii. 3. May that Spirit, whose work 

it is to shed abroad the love of God in the 

heart, constrain us, through the love of Christ, 

to live, not to ourselves, but to Him in all 

things. 

" 'Tis love that inakes our willing feet 
In swift obedience move." 

But one more word of instruction, drawn 
from Mary's love, as showing itself in 

A COSTLY SACRIFICE. 

We know not in how many things Mary 
might have denied herself to procure this 
gift ; but we, at all events, know that there 
can be no sacrifice too great to make for Him 
who gave His life a sacrifice for us.* The 

* *'Did he pour out His soul unto death for us, 
MJ2d bIuUI we think any box of omtmfiiiVi V.00 -^tqc^vsma 
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time may be at band, wben far more costly and 
more self-denying sacrifices may indeed be re- 
quired, yea, life itself, or what is even dearer 
than life. If Popery regain the ascendancy, 
(which God forbid !) undoubtedly this will be 
the results Let us, then, be prepared. Let 
us be ready to surrender all for Christ, re- 
membering His words, " He that loveth 
father or mother more than Me, is not worthy 
of Me : and he that loveth son or daughter 
more than Me, is not worthy of Me." Let 
us remember who said, '* He that loseth 
his life for My sake shaU find it."* We 
must not be ashamed of His name. No ! 
it must be as ointment poured forth. While 
the ointment remained enclosed in the box, 
it shed no fragrance ; but when poured forth, 

to pour out upon Him P Do we give Him the pre- 
cious ointment of our best affections ? Lot Him haTe 
them all. Let us love Him with all f.he heart." — 
Comtnentaty, from Henry and Scolt^ on Mark xiv. 24.

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its odour filled the house ; so may His name 
not only cheer our own hearts, and " shed itfl 
fragrance there," but may we make it known 
to others far and wide. 

** Sayiour ! and can it ever be t 
A mortal man ashamed of Thee ! 
Ashamed of Thee, whom angels praise, 
Whose glory shines through endless days. 

Ashamed of Jesus ! Sooner far 
May evening blush to own a star, 
He sheds the beams of light divine. 
On this benighted soul of mine. 

Ashamed of Jesus ! that dear Mend, 
On whom my hopes of heaven depend ! 
No ; when I blush, be this my shame, 
That I no more revere his name. 

Ashamed of Jesus ! Tes, I may, 
When I've no sins to wash away ; 
No tears to wipe, no joys to crave, 
And no immortal soul to save. 

Till th^ — ^nor is the boasting vain. 
Till then, I boast a Saviour slain. 
And oh, may this my portion be, 
That Sariovtr not ashauiod oi m«V" 
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Once more hear our Lord's words on the 
act of Mary, ** Verily, I say unto you, 
wheresoever this Gospel shall he preached 
throughout the whole world, this also that 
she hath done, shall he spoken of for a memo- 
rial of her." It is a fresh comment on this 
saying, that I am permitted, in a far distant 
• isle, to write this little work, and that you 
are now reading it more than 1800 years 
since those words were spoken. Blessed he 
God for this memorial of "that Mary," for 
this short but edifying history ! Blessed be 
God that the odour of that ointment not only 
filled the house at Bethany, but many a 
house since, and may He grant that, by the 
means of these few pages, many, if it please 
God, yes, many a heart may yet be animated 
by similar love to the Redeemer, and many 
a house again be filled with the odour of His
